Oimmlo Qulnn, of rt. Thomas 
Suddenly 
Passes Away. 
Jiramio Quinn, 
of Ft. Thomas, 
and who has been in the saloon 
business thero for years died very 
suddenly, 
at 
tho 
Sanatarium, 
Grocsbeck hotol, lato Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Ho had been 
drinking 
heavily 
for months and had becomo almost 
a wrock, 
and realizing 
this and 
that he muststop drinking he camo 
to Safford last Monday and placed 
himsolf in tho caro 
of Dr Porter. 
On Wednesday ho seemed 
to bo 
very much 
better, and was sitting 
on tho front porch 
of tho hotel in 
the afternoon talking; after remain- 
ing thero for somo timo ho started 
for his room, saying ho was 
going 
to lay down. 
About 
10 minutes 
later 
Mrs. 
Grosbeck 
entered 
tho 
room to see if ho needed any thing. 
She found him laying on tho bed, 
with 
one hand inside his shirt 
bosom and tho other in his trouser's 
pocket. 
His 
appearance 
was 
so 
natural that she fanned him for a 
minuto or two 
before discovering 
that 
ho had 
died. 
Dr. 
Porter 
was 
immediately 
summoned and 
pronounced him dead. 
. 
Tho causo of death was paralysis 
of tho heart, due to overindulgence 
in alcholism. 
His friends wero 
telegraphed to 
at Thomas and arrived hero yester- 
day morning. 
Tho remains wero interred in tho 
Safford ccmetry yesterday.

Do not plant trees in the garden. 
One 
large tree, een in n, corner of the gar- 
den, will spoil a good portion of it. 
Culthnto your young and small fruits 
the same as you would any other crop 
on the, farm from which you expect to. 
realize profit. 
In setting out grapo settings, plant 
in a dry, low soil, so that only the top 
bud will bo exposed 
and then mulch 
with straw. 
When selecting the trees take those 
with the roots large and strong enough, 
and then top light enough to do aw ay 
with the necessity of staking. 
Uy leaning the trees a little to the 
southwest when they are set out, sun 
scalding may be largely abided, as the 
top will partly shade the trunk. 
Tlie sooner now that red and black 
raspbei rics, blackberries, currants and 
gooseberries are set out tho Better. 
1'arly planting induces stronger rootr 
ing. 
A young, tender tree cannot 
grow-withou- t 
good 
care and attention. 
A 
tiee is strong and hardy when it is old 
and its roots aro well established, but 
when young it must be attended to. 
Trees should alwajs bo sot about ns 
deep ns they stand in tho nursery or 
tw o or three inches deeper to allow for 
tho settling of the soil.

By the use of tile drainage 
and that of machinery for grading, tho 
"ordinary 
prairie roads 
arc 
kept

smooth and firm during the. larger por- 
tion of the yetir as the best macadam- 
ized streets 
of the cities. 
Perhaps no 
better implement has yet been inado 
than the steel scraper in the form of a 
long blade carried at an angle (su- 
spended 
to a frame on wheels, corres- 
ponding to the running gears of a 
wagon. 
This machine is owned usual- 
ly by a township and is operated by 
men and teams employed for that pur- 
pose by the day. 
The force necessajy 
to operate it consists of two men ami 
from four to six horses. 
Tho prompt operation of a force like 
this answers as the ounce of preven- 
tion and the pound of cure at the eamc 
time. 
The work is rapid and cheaply 
done and if applied two or. three times 
a year, the frequent dressing up pre- 
sents the wasting away of the road- 
bed and maintains at the same time 
the smoothness of surface not obtain- 
able in any other way. 
Two or three 
times around carries the movable 
sur- 
face toward the center of the road. 
There are two or three methods In 
Illinois 
in 
force by which tho fnnjlo 
for road making are expended. Uya 
vote at tho town meeting an assess- 
ment is provided for and the tax is In- 
vested 
in road improvement by 
the 
town commissioners. 
Where no such vote is taken the work 
is principally done by the poll fax which 
enables people to work it out at their 
leisure and about as they sec fit. By this 
plan the work is usually done in a slip- 
shod manner. 
The roadmastcr 
may'bo-competen- 
t 
but the work is not suff- 
iciently 
under his control to 
enabj.o 
him to syslemizc and to use the labor 
which is legally available for such use 
to the best advantage. 
By the use o'f 
the same amount of ready money as 
may 
be represented 
in tiio poll tax, 
much better results may be obtained 
than can possibly be expected

good 
roads and well kept 
lanes will do for a country, in the ap- 
pearance and the real value they bring

The department 
of agriculture

completed an interesting investigation: 
relating to the use of the common roads 
of the United States. 
Returns havo 
been received from about 1,200 counties, 
showing the average length of haul 
from farms to markets 
or skipping 
points to bo 
13 miles; 
the 
average 
weight 
of load for two horses, 2,002 
pounds; and the average cost per ton 
per mile, 25 cents, or $3 for tiie entire 
haul. Estimating the farm products at 
219,824,227 tons in weight, and making, 
estimates on other articles carried over 
the public roads, it is calculated that the 
aggregate expense of this transporta- 
tion in the United States is $046,414,665 
per annum. 
Beports have been askedl 
from the United States consuls abroad! 
of the expense of hauling where thef . 
loads aro good, so as to render possible)

show how, 
much of this large outlay is due to badl 
roads.
